Digital Economy Minister Ed Vaizey com¬ 
mented: “The digital landscape of Devon and Som¬ 
erset is going through a remarkable change and we 
have already taken superfast speeds to an addi¬ 
tional 200,000 properties. 

Great ambitions 

“The next phase of our rollout will see us reach 
many thousands more homes and businesses in 
Devon and Somerset and this event has brought all 
interested parties together to consider the different 
technical solutions that can help us do this.” 

Matthew Hare, chief executive of Gigaclear, 
added: “It’s great to see a local project group with 
such great ambitions to service homes and busi¬ 
nesses in their footprint. 

“It’s also interesting to see how CDS look at op¬ 
portunities for private investment in super-fast 
services.” 

Chris Dawes, head of business development at 


Airwave, said: “The event articulated the aspira¬ 
tions of CDS and laid out the challenge to the mar¬ 
ket. 

“Everyone now knows that delivering the last 10 
per cent will need high levels of flexibility and in¬ 
novation - technically, commercially and finan¬ 
cially. 

“The day was a great opportunity to explore the 
art of the possible with other potential players.” 

Councillor David Hall, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet member for Business, Inward Invest¬ 
ment and Policy commented: “The telecoms 
companies who attended the event seized the op¬ 
portunity to gain clarification about the project be¬ 
fore the formal invitation to tender is issued. 

“The government were also extremely supportive 
of the event, which will prove an important factor 
in the success of phase two of the project. 

“Meanwhile, phase one continues, with the roll¬ 
out remaining on target and on budget.”

Campaigners vow to 


save village school 


CAMPAIGNERS, made up of parents and con¬ 
cerned residents, have vowed to help secure the 
long term future of Farway Church of England 
Primary School. 

The campaign, which is supported by local MP 
Neil Parish, Devon county councillor Sara Randall 
Johnson and Honiton mayor Councillor Caroline 
Kolek, comes after the future of the school was 
thrown into doubt as pupil numbers dropped, due 
to there being fewer primary school-aged chil¬ 
dren in the catchment area and no plans for af¬ 
fordable local housing meaning fewer young 
families living in the area. 

Now the local community is banding together to 
find a way to ensure that Farway Primary School, 
based between Honiton and Colyton, is sustain¬ 
able now and for future generations. 

Councillor Kolek, a teacher herself, said she was 
a firm believer in rural schools, like Farway and 
the particular opportunities they offer. 

In a letter of support to parents, staff and gov¬ 
ernors, she said: “Whilst there is no potential 
planning being proposed in Farway, I am of the 
understanding that there could be further devel¬ 
opment in and on the outskirts of Honiton which 
could potentially put undue pressure on the two 
primary schools in Honiton. 

The letter was read out at a packed public meet¬ 
ing, attended by pupils, parents, teachers and 
governors. The meeting heard how the school had 
been in the village for over 100 years and was an 
“outstanding example" of a rural school. 

Alix Hamilton, services and outreach co-ordi- 
nator at Honiton and Axe Valley Children's Cen¬ 
tres, said: “Farway School is a valuable resource 
for our local families."

Cllr Thomas has been quick to recognise that 
the deal has only been possible by the co-op¬ 
eration of all sides. This is good news for 
Seaton. 

Seaton’s Voice has done an excellent job in 
bringing some fabulous entertainment to the 
town, increasing its profile. Seaton’s excellent 
museum will continue to occupy the building 
and the town council will end up with office ac¬ 
commodation more in keeping with its current 
requirement.

A DEAL that will secure long-term public ownership 
of Seaton Town Hall has been agreed in principle. 

East Devon District Council, Seaton Town Coun¬ 
cil, Seaton's Voice and Seaton Museum have 
reached an agreement in principle, which will se¬ 
cure a long-term future for the venue as a public 
building, beneficial to the local community. 

The agreement is based on the transfer of the 
Freehold interest of Seaton Town Hall from East 
Devon District Council to Seaton Town Council, 
without charge. 

Seaton Town Council will concurrently agree a 
long lease on the Town Hall to Seaton's Voice, ex¬ 
cluding the current area occupied by the museum. 

This will secure the future of the Gateway En¬ 
tertainment Venue and the use of the hall by 
community groups. 

Seaton Town Council will then relocate from 
Seaton Town Hall to Marshlands. 

Cllr Ian Thomas, Portfolio Holder for Finance at 
EDDC, concluded: “We now have a solution which 
I am confident can work well for all concerned. 

“Most importantly it can secure a sustainable 
long-term future for Seaton Town Hall in the 
community.

BLUE Cedar Homes, the group behind the failed 
Slade Farm application, has reiterated its com¬ 
mitment to providing specialist retirement and 
affordable homes in Ottery St Mary. 

Blue Cedar are still considering whether or not 
to appeal following EDDC's decision to decline an 
outline application, which would have seen up to 
26 new affordable homes in the town. 

The application, for land off Slade Farm Road, 
was for up to 52 homes, a proportion of which 
would be open market age-restricted for the 
over 55s. 

A Blue Cedar spokesman said: “Many people 
seem to have been left with the impression that 
there was no commitment on our part to providing 
affordable homes, or making contributions towards 
education, open spaces, and the environment." 

Blue Cedar Homes statement finished: “East 
Devon's population is growing older, and house 
prices in the district are among the least afford¬ 
able in the South West. 

“Our development off Slade Road would provide 
homes for both the active retired and those who 
would otherwise be priced out of living in their 
home town, as well as many thousands of 
pounds of investment in local infrastructure and 
the community." 


THE Axminster public broadly agrees with 
Axminster Community Enterprise's (ACE) vision 
for the town. 

ACE officials came to this conclusion after initial 
analysis of replies to the Neighbourhood Plan 
questionnaire. 

Questionnaires were delivered to each house¬ 
hold in the parish (about 3,000) and 416 replies 
were received. 

As part of the questionnaire, ACE set out a main 
vision each for Housing, Environment, Town Cen¬ 
tre, Economy and Community Infrastructure. 

Each of the visions gained approval from more 
than 300 respondents. 

The analysis is not complete, though, as replies 
to a detailed, separate sub-section for each vision 
as well as a comments section remain. 

Commenting on the number of replies, town 
councillor and ACE member Graham Godbeer 
said: “It is about the right response for any public 
consultation."

1 He cited research which shows that 70 per cent 
of those who are blind have, in the past months, 
collided with a car parked on a pavement, and that 
32 per cent feel less confident about going out." 

Powers to deal with obstruction of pavement 
currently rest with the police. In September and 
October DCC received 68 complaints regarding 
parking on pavements.

£20,000 stolen 
from auctioneers 


SILVER and jewellery worth £20,000 has been 
stolen from Chilcotts auctioneers in Honiton. 

The burglary took place in the early hours of Fri¬ 
day, December 4th, and investigating officer DC 
Steve Harrington said two offenders dressed in 
boiler suits and wearing balaclavas forced the 
door of the Silver Street saleroom open. 

After cutting a hole through the inner metal se¬ 
curity cage, one man stood lookout outside while 
the other stole items from the display cabinets 
and also forced open the interior safe to steal its 
contents. Although CCTV shows the offence, the 
alarm did not activate. 

Descriptions and images of the stolen items are 
available from Honiton CID. A total of 136 lots are 
thought to have been taken: mostly silver, gold 
coins, jewellery and watches which were sched¬ 
uled to be sold the following day (Saturday, De¬ 
cember 5th).

MP to campaign against 
closure of Ilminster bank

MP Marcus Fysh is setting up a petition against the 
closure of the Barclays Bank branch in Ilminster. 

Barclays has announced the branch will close on 
March 18th, but the Conservative MP (pictured) 
says it is a short-sighted decision and will seek a 
meeting with bank bosses. 

He said: “I believe the intended closure to be 
short-sighted and not of benefit to the residents of 
Ilminster. 

“Development within our market towns is con¬ 
tinuing and, in particular, Ilminster is a thriving 
community - the closure of services should not be 
an option. 

“I will be personally meeting with the branch and 
management team to discuss the planned closure. 

“A petition will be sent out to constituents in 
Ilminster.” 

Precise details about how to access the petition 
will be announced in due course. 

Mark Hatcliffe, community leader for Barclays 
Somerset, explained the decision by saying: “The 
way customers undertake their banking is changing 
as people increasingly use online, telephone and 
mobile devices. 

“We must therefore evolve the shape and size of 
our branch network in response to changing cus¬ 
tomer behaviour. 

“At Barclays Ilminster our records show a low 
and falling level of transactions and 25 per cent of 
our customers now regularly use alternative 
branches, which is why we have taken the difficult 
decision to close the branch. This figure is even 
higher for business customers. 

“Our colleagues at the Barclays Ilminster branch 
have been consulted about the change and will be 
relocated to alternative branches nearby. 



“We hope that the availability of branches at 
Chard and Crewkeme and access to services at the 
local Post Office at East Street, Ilminster, along 
with our range of digital channels will help to ease 
the transition for our customers as we move out of 
Ilminster branch. 

We do not take the decision to close any branch 
lightly and we are committed to adhering to the 
new UK Government protocol on branch closures. 

“All of our customers will receive a letter, posters 
will be displayed in branch and colleagues will be 
on hand to assist customers with any concerns they 
may have. 

“We will be proactively engaging with local busi¬ 
nesses and the wider community to discuss the al¬ 
ternative ways customers will be able to undertake 
their banking locally, before the branch closes on 
Friday March 18th.”

Mr Marsh is an experienced chief officer who 
has held senior posts in Avon and Somerset, Wilt¬ 
shire and Hampshire. As well as being a former 
area commander of South Bristol and East Som¬ 
erset he also has operational and detective experi¬ 
ence. He is also the national lead for a number of 
areas of policing including IT procurement and 
body-worn video cameras. 

Mr Marsh is due to take up his role on Monday, 
February 1st. In the meantime temporary Chief 
Constable Gareth Morgan, who stepped in after 
former Chief Constable Nick Gargan was asked to 
resign following misconduct charges, will con¬ 
tinue tolead the force until Mr Marsh starts. 


Apply online for 
parking permits 

MOTORISTS who need to apply for, or renew, 
a resident parking permit can now do so on¬ 
line. 

Somerset County Council has recently intro¬ 
duced an online service to make the applica¬ 
tion process much simpler. 

Previously applicants had to request or print 
a paper form, fill in the details and post it back. 
They also had to physically send in various 
documents such as proof of residency and 
vehicle ownership. Now all forms can be up¬ 
loaded online. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset 
County Council’s Cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transport, said: “We know the pre¬ 
vious method was outdated and 
time-consuming, and I’m pleased we’ve been 
able to listen to feedback and simplify the 
process. 

“Now it just takes a few minutes and you will 
receive your permit when approved, usually 
within a couple of days.” 

The new online system covers residential 
parking schemes in Taunton, Yeovil and Mine- 
head, and will be expanded as new resident 
parking areas are agreed. 

Somerset County Council has worked with 
its parking contractor NSL to introduce this 
service as part of the existing contract and 
there is no additional cost to taxpayers. 

Residents without access to the internet 
can still apply by post in the usual way by call¬ 
ing 0333 999 8889 and requesting a form.

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SEVEN STUBBORN STAINS 

AND HOW TO REMOVE THEM... 


TOO many of our favorite shirts, 
pants and dresses have fallen victim 
to spills, overzealous eating, and other accidents. 
Don’t let stains have the upper hand! Meet the 
seven nastiest stain offenders and discover how to 
remove them for good! 

RED WINE: If the fabric is dry clean only, use 
a dry cleaning solvent. If the fabric is washable, 
pretreat the stain with a laundry stain remover, then 
wash it per your garment's care instructions. If 
you're looking for a convenient at home remedy, 
saturate the affected garment with club soda, then 
wash. 

CHOCOLATE: First, wait for the chocolate to 
harden. Then, use a spoon or butter knife to gently 
remove the chocolate from the affected garment. 
Next, use a dry cleaning solvent for washable and 
dry clean only fabrics. Place a white rag beneath 
the stain, then apply the solution directly on the 
chocolate. Blot the stain with your finger, then rinse 
with warm water and repeat if necessary. 

GRASS: Your best bet is to immediately treat the 
stain with a stain stick. This enzyme-rich product 
helps prevent grass stains from setting into the fab¬ 
ric. Simply apply the stick to the grass stain, then 
blot into the stain. Wait anywhere from one minute 


to one week before washing. 
BLOOD: Treat blood stains as 
quickly as possible. Start by flushing cold water 
over the stain and blotting it with your fingertips. 
If this doesn't do the trick, use a dry cleaning sol¬ 
vent for washable and dry clean only fabrics. You 
also may use a laundry stain remover for washable 
fabrics. For an easy at home remedy, soak the gar¬ 
ment in a mixture of ammonia and water for about 
20 minutes, then rinse. 

COFFEE: Quickly saturate the stain with a laun¬ 
dry stain remover. Then, wash it in water as warm 
as the fabric allows. If you don't have a stain re¬ 
mover handy, try using a liquid dishwashing deter¬ 
gent instead. 

GREASE: First, apply an absorbent powder (like 
cornstarch, baking soda, or baby powder) to the 
grease stain and let it sit. If grease still remains, use 
a dry cleaning solvent for both washable and dry 
clean only fabrics. While treating, don't forget to 
place an absorbent white cloth beneath the stain. 

INK: Use hairspray! Place a clean rag underneath 
the stain and spray the ink until the fabric is satu¬ 
rated. Let it soak for several seconds and blot with 
another clean rag. Repeat until the ink stain is gone 
and launder as usual immediately afterward.
